. MILWAUKEE, Oct. 19—A special 
dispatch from Princeton, Wis., snys: 


.1. E. Leimer, casbior- of the Princeton 


State bunk, was arrested Sunday charg- 
ed with forging bank papers nnd taken 
to Dnrtford by Sheriff Ogilvie, where ho 
is r.ow in jail. Stnto Hank Examiner 
Marcus C. Uergh is quoted as saying 
that Loiincr Imd admitted to him forg- 
eries amounting to $00,000. 


The Princeton State bnnk is closed 


and the Montello State bank, of which 
Leirrtor is vice president, hns been order- 
ed by the state officials not to open its 
doors for business today pending inves- 
tigation of its books. 


RESULT OF INVESTIGATION. 


Those sensational and unexpected de- 


velopments were brought about by an 
investigation of the affairs of tho Prince- 
ton bnnk, which hns been conducted for 
the pnjt ffw dnys by StHtc Bank Exam- 
iner Brrgh nnd Doputy Hank Examiner 
!A. E. Kuolt. With evidonco in their 
possession which they say was over- 
whelming they confronted Cashier Lci- 
jner and accused him of having practiced 
extensive forgeries, 
using 
the bank's 


name for a period of several years. 


OWNED UP TO HIS GUILT. 


According to their 
statements, Jlr. 


leiincr, after slight hesitation nsknowl- 
rdged that there was a discrepancy in 
his accounts of a small amount. They 
cited to him some of the evidence in 
their possession and he acknowledged 
tho amount was Inrger. liiey continued 
to produce evidence until they sny he 
admitted that his forgeries hnd involv- 
ed the bank to the extent of $(10,000. 
.With this statement and the previously 
nccured evidence in their possession to 
work on, they turned Mr. Leirncr over 
to the sheriff nnd ordered that the b:ink 
remain closed today. 


Bank Examiner Bergh said that tho 


condition of Leimer's business made it 
possible for him to order the Montel- 
lo 
bank closed. Mr. 
Leimer 
is 
tho 


heaviest stockholder in that bank, hold- 
ing about ?17,000 in the two banks to- 
gether. 


SPECULATED AND LOST. 


Leimer is quoted by the bank examin- 


ers as having told them thnt the money 
lie, secured circularly he hnd spent in 
0min 
speculation. Several 
Chicago 


firms, 
it is said, arc affected by 
the 


forged paper, as also are a number of 
individuals in this city. Th? forgeries, 
the examiners sny, were the cleverest 
ever perpetrated 
in their history of 


banking in this state. 


«]. E. Leimer camo here as cashier of 


the Princeton bank eight years ago, and 
the examiners believe that the forgeries 
havo covered n period of six yenirs. Mr. 
Leimer came from Appleton. It is said 
by persons who ar« familiar with tho 
nknirs of the Princeton bank that the 
depositors probnbly will be paid oft" in 
full with money now on hand nnd that 
the cnpitp.l will have to be used in set- 
tling the debts resulting from the alleg- 
ed forged papers. 


Statn Senator ID. D. Moore is president 


of the Princeton b:mk, but he, left its 
nffnirs entirely in the h;inds of Cashier 
Leimer. 


(HOT MOTHER'S SIGNATURE.

amount of which i,i not clearly known. 


When seen today 
Mrs. .Hcid 
knew 


nothing of the difficulty at Princeton, 
and declared thnt Mr. Loirncr said noth- 
ing to her about impending trouble. She 
raid he asked her to affix her signature 
to a. number of pnpers which •were in 
tho nature of bonds, but dropped no in- 
timation that they might be used to 
alleviate tho difficulty at tho bank.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 19.—A. E. Bell, 


the confessed mail pouch robber 
and 


check forger, who wns arrested in Den- 
ver, Colo., escaped from a Pullman car 
today just before the train to which it 
was attached arrived at the Penusyl- 
vania railroad station here. He wns in 
the custody of two United States depu- 
ty marshals nnd was on his way to the 
United Stntes marshal's office in 
this 


city. He made an excuse to go to the 
wash room nnd after locking himself in, 
opened the window and made his es- 
cape. Tho police officials were notified 
and they are now searching for Bell. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. in.—Boll was 


nlso known as Crosby and Hammond. 
After his arrert in Denver he admitted 
having stolen a mail pouch from n Penn- 
sylvania railroad train. The pouch wns 
in transit from this city to Hnrrisburg, 
•3?iw nnd-disappenred on September 9. It 
contained a large amount of checks for 
smnll sums and later those came back 
to the banks when it was learned that 
they had been rnised to largo amounts. 
The authorities assert that Bell must 
hove rc.iliKed nearly a half million dol- 
lars by this robbery. 


Btlf was held in $10,000 bail by U. S. 


Commissioner Hinsdnle, in Denver for 
his appearance in the U. S. district 
court here.

He v;ns 
very well known and greatly beloved for 
his genial and kindly disposition. 


He hnd been the senior officer in the 


Welsh Presbyterian church of this city 
for many years, and' was most active, 
nnd faithful in the interest of thc'church 
till the very last.

PROPERTY VALUED 


AT §100 DISCOVERED 


Prisoner Denies Charge and Has En- 


gaged Lawyer—Has Been Impli- 


cated in Several Tliefts 


Previous to Tliis. 


On the 8th day of October, tho S. & 


II. Department storo on Main street, 
was burglarized. Again on the 14th of 
the month the place was entered aud 
robbed. Members of the poHco depart- 
ment have been quietly at work sinco 
that time. Several wrong clues were fol- 
lowed, but not until this morning did 
Chief Pflstor and his men take final ac- 
tion nnd make an arrest. 


They had been informed that Charles 


Nelson, who has been in trouble here 
before, and who was only released from 
the state reformatory at Green Bay last 
June, had given away some things which 
the parties receiving did not believe wa« 
right. 


This morning Chief Pfistcr went to 


the place where-Nelson resides and ask- 
ed for him. He opened the door and tho 
chief grabbed him. He denied that he 
was Nelson and said his name was Wil- 
liams. It made no difference 
and he 


was handed over 
to 
Officer 
Charles 


Christinnson, 
while 
tho 
chief 
went 


through the house. 


MUCH PLUNDER REVEALED. 


Jlr. Pfister unearthed two ladies hats, 


three silk skirts, plush jackets, 
silk 


waists, silk handkerchiefs and some jew- 
elry, in nil valued at over ?100. He gave 
orders to the people in the house to 
pack up till of .the property of Nolson 
and said 'he vcould be back in an hour. 
Nelson was taken to the police office 
and then to jail. Two lady clerks from 
the S. & H. Department storo went to 
the plnce where Nelson lived and readily 
identified the goods as those belonging 
to the store nnd which were stolon on 
the dates named. The goods were then 
taken to the police office. 
Kelson, of 


course having denied having stolen tho 
goods and it is understood he hns en- 
gaged Attorney Fulton Thompson to de- 
fend him. 


JKT TROUBLE BEFORE. 


Nelson about three years npo was ar- 


rested on charge of having stolen a suit 
of clothing from the same s£ore, then 
the Now York Leader, nlso with having 
entered the C. T. Shoop Medicine com- 
pany building, by way of the fire es- 
cape nnd stealing large numbers of pos- 
tngo stamps which he sold about tho 
city. 


1'or this crime he wan sent to the 


state reformatory at Green Bay and was 
only released a few months ago. 
It 


seems that he came bnck to Rncina and 
has been working as an engineer. 


In cnch case'the S. & H. Department 


store was entered by way of tho sky- 
light and not through the front door 
as wns supposed. 


The calch of Nelson1 and the recovery 


of the stolen property is a good one 
and cleared up n mystery which promis- 
ed to remain a secret. 


GREAT NORTHERN IN DANGER 


D7namtter* Commence Making ThrcntH 


Acnlnst Another Railroad. 


HELENA, Mont., Oct. 19,—According 


to well authenticated reports the North- 
ern Pacific Railway company is not 
alone in its troubles with tho dynamit- 
ers, though it has so far been tho only 
sufferer. For several days there have 
been a number of Groat Northern secret 
service men in Helena and vicinity nnd 
it has developed that their mission is to 
try to locate the person who has sent 
the company a letter levying blackmail. 


The letter was niailed at Cascade and 


it demanded the 
payment, of $16,000. 


The railroad company was commanded 
to fly a signal if it acceded to the do- 
mnnd 
and wc.s given until 
Tuesday 


evening, October 20, to comply. If it 
did not comply, then the amount of the 
blackmail would bo rnisod to $30,000 and 
.dynamite, the letter said, would be used 
on the rails.

Over Monongahela River, 


Killing Nine Men. 


REMAINS 


TAKEN PROM RIVEE 


Immense Mass Dislodges Section of 


Bridge Which iii Turn Crashes 


on Bai'gre Load of 


Steel. 


PITTSBURG, Oct. 19.—Nine men were 


killed, two are missing and four were 
badly hurt this morning by the collapse 
of a traveler crane 
on the Pittsburg 


end of the new Wabnsh railroad bridge 
over the Monongahela river. Tho dead:

Reports of the missing are conflicting, 


it being stated that one or two men are 
still unaccounted lor. 


Two bodies aro at the morgue uniden- 


tified and ono of them is thought to be 
that of William Kcmpton, of Now York. 


HAD NO WARNING. 


The cause of the accident has not yet 


been ascertained. The bridge is of the 
Cantilever pattern being constructed by 
the American Bridge company for the 
Wabash railway nnd is building from 
both sides of tha rivor' toward the center 
by means of overhead. travelers. ._„... J 


Tho men had been nt work on the 


Pittsburg end but a short time this 
morning, when suddenly the 
traveler 


which is projected beyond the 
finished 


part of the bridge, dropped 
nnd 
fell, 


landing on n section of the bridge which 
was being placed in position. So unex- 
pected was the crash that few of the 
workmen on the wrecked section were 
warned in time to escape. 


The falling bridge landed on top of a 


barge load of steel anchored at the pier 
and several of the workmen there were 
carried down. 


WORK OF RESCUE BEGUN. 


Near the new bridge wns the United 


States snagboat, E. A. Woodruff, whose 
crow immediately began 
the work of 


rescue. Soon they hnd recovered four 
bodies, most of them badly crushed. An- 
other victim was rescued alive, but he 
succumbed to Ms injuries 
before 
his 


body had reached the shore. The tow- 
boat John 0. Watson, leased by tho 
American Bridge company CHIDC across 
the,river from tho opposite bank and 
joined tho work of rescue. It succeeded 
in taking two mangled bodies from the 
river. A dozen skiffs along the bnnk 
were manned and succeeded in tnking 
tiro bodies from tho stoel laden barge, 
while five men more or less seriously in- 
jured were taken by them to the shore. 


As soon as the accident happened tho 


hospitals and police were notified and 
all the ambulances and several police 
patrols were sent to the vicinity of the 
bridge. At the same time a large corps 
of phycicians was present to render such 
first aid as wns necessary.

FIRE LOSSES OF A YEAR 


Eacine'Second to Milwaukee in 


Amount oi Property De- 


stroyed in This State. 


Firo Marchal James Cape has just re- 


ceived the report of the committee of 
the National Board of Hre Underwrit- 
ers. It gives tha tabulation of statis- 
tics of fires in cities of 20,000 population 
and over, for tha p»»t year. Reports 
from 228 cities were received for 1902, 
against 239 for 1901, out of a total of 
£54 coming within the limit of popula- 
tion. The report shows that Eacine was 
pretty lucky during tho year. Tho area 
of square miles of tho city is four and 
three-quarter miles; population, 29,102; 
total number of alarms 106; for brick or 
stone buildings, 29; wooden building! 
48; other causes, 2&; total Talue of prop- • 
erty involved $187,750; total insurance 
theroon $144,000; total insnrance loss 
$15,407; total loss insured $36,031; num- 
ber of fires to 1,000 population, 3.64; 
per cent of fires confined to buildings 
100; loss per capita 1.27. 


It is shown that Superior had a total 


insurance loss of $34,595; Eau Claire 
$43,105; Green Bay. $19,312; La Crosse, 
$14,943; Milwaukee, $471,898; Oahkosh 
is not given.

AMERICA WINS 


BOUNDARY CASE 


All of United States' Contentions Except 


.One Allowed by Alaskan 


Commission. 


Result of Vote Shows That Granting of Portland Canal is 


the Only Claim Won by Canada—The Formal 


Agreement Will Be Drawn 


Up Monday. 


LOOTON, Oct.. 
1".—The 'Alaskan 


boundary 
commission 
has 
verbo.lly 


agreed to grant all the American con 
tentions except that for the Portland 
canal which goes to Canada. The formal 
agreement is being drawn up 'and will be 
Tendered on Monday. 


All that now remains to be done is 


for the commissioners to affix their sig- 
natures to the decision and complete the 
map which will accompany it. On the 
map will be marked the boundary line 
definitely fixing the division of American 
and British territory, on such a basis 
that no American citizen will lose a foot 
of land, he is already believed to have 
held, while the United States will get 
all the waterways to the rich Alaskan 
territory with the exception of tho Port- 
land canal, which, gives Canada $he one 
outlet she so much needed. 


A WEEK OF DELIBERATION. 


The long standing dispute was settled 


only after a week of keen, trying and se- 
cret deliberation between the arbitra- 
tors. Up to noon today there was nn 
acute possibility that a disagreement 
might result, then the whole proceeding 
would fall to the ground. Lord Alver- 
stone, though openly inclined to believe 
n the justice of • the American argu- 
ment that the United States was enti- 
tled to the heads of inlets as contained 
in question five, held out that Canada 
lad established her case in questions 
two and three, dealing with the Port- 
.aud canal. 


AMERICANS CONCEDE POINT. 


After luncheon Senator Lodge, Sccre- 


,ary Root and Senator Turner agreed to 
cede those points and to start the Amer- 
can boundary line from the head of the 
Portland canal thus giving the Canad- 
ians that channel and some small islands 


on which there are only a few disused 
storehouses. 
This 
accomplished, 
the 


majority of the tribunal agreed to fix, 
with this exception, the entire boundary 
as outlined in tho American case. 
Whether Messrs. Ailsworth. and Jette, 
the Canadian commissioners will refuse 
to sign the decision and make it unan- 
imous it is not known, but it will not 
affect the validity of argument if a min- 
ority report is presented. 


The actual marking of the line on the 


map which shall forever determine the 
respective territories will occupy some 
time. 


The majority of the 
commissioners 


left the foreign office hurriedly this af- 
ternoon in order to catch trains for 
week-end visits to the country. Nothing 
had occurred which would lead the few 
onlookers even to suspect that the dis- 
pute had reached its practical end. The 
commissioners themselves arc still bound 
to secrecy until the decision is actually 
given out and practically few others were 
really aware how great a degree of suc- 
cess had attended the efforts 
of the 


American members of the tribunal. 


The successful 
termination 
of the 


Alaskan boundary arbitration this af- 
ternoon came as a complete surprise to 
all interested in tho case, except, per- 
haps the 
commissioners 
themselves. 


When the tribunal adjourned at 3:30 p. 
m. it was understood that no decision 
had been reached. Indeed, so general 
was the im'prcssion that 
no decision 


would be reached tin next week that 
several of counsel and others employed 
in the case left London soon after the 
adjournment. However the Associated 
Press learned that a vote had been tak- 
en and that the decision to grant all 
the American contentions except that 
for the Portland canal which goes to 
Canada had been, arrived at. But, as 
cabled yesterday, while the Americans 


throughout have been very confident n 
vote had previously been taken and n< 
one could before this afternon say tha 
the United States had won her case. 


-No hitch occurred during the cnt-ir 


deliberations, and as these progresse 
the confidence of the American commis 
eioncrs, that a decision substantially up 
holding the American claims would b 
given increased, but it was admitted tha 
it would be necessary to agree to £ 
compromise on the Portland canal. 


The only real disquieting factor of th 


proceedings was that the Americans dur 
ing the last fc\v days had been a vagu 
idea that the Chief Justice Alverstone 
even if he concluded to take the Aineri 
can view, might bo unwilling to go on 
record with a decision to that effect 
and that a disagreement was likely. 


CALLED DISTINCT VICTORY. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—The Asso 


ciated Press bulletin from London an 
nouncing the decision 
of the Alaskan 


boundary commission was the first inti 
mation received by the state depart 
mcnt that the commission had reachet 
an agreement. Although

from London is exceedingly brief, state 
department officials say it shows a dis 
tinct victory for the United States, fo

In view of recent agitation in Hun- 


gary and Austria and the 
contention 


over forming a government and reconcil- 
ing the opposing elements, it is not un- 
likely there may be a renewal of the 
struggle of many years ago. The Hun- 
garians are contending for a complete 
separation of the two armies, and of the 
rights to choose a king of their own 
sliould the Emperor abdicate as is now- 
talked of. An account of the situation 
is given by the Inter Ocean as follows: 


"The name mentioned as a favorite is 


that of Prince Eitel Fritz, second son 
of Emperor William of Germany. 
But 


this is of course merely rumor within 
rumor. 


That the crown of Hungary is in its 


basis elective, and that the 
right of 


election resides not in the nobles or in 
any class, but in the Hungarian citizen- 
ship, is, however, an indisputable fact. 
For over four hundred years prior 
to 


1200 the kings of Hungary were chos- 
en from the members of the native Ar- 
pad dynasty. Not only was the right to 
elect "established, but the right to de- 
pose, and repeatedly this latter right 
was exercised. Then followed centuries 
of kings chosen from different national- 
ities and families. 


From 1520 to 17S7 none 
but 
Hops- 


burgs were elected, and then atTsngth 
the succession was confirmed upon the 
main lino of the Hapsburgs. By the prag- 
matic sanction, which Hungary accepted 
in 1723, tho line of Hapsburg succession 
was slightly extended, but always Htm- 
gary retained the right to elect its own 
king irrespective of family if the direct 
lino of the Austrian^ failed. 


The abdication of 
'Emperor 
Francis 


Joseph would at this time not, however, 
revive the Hungarian right, as besides 
the heir presumptive, Francis Ferdinand, 
there are a number of eligible Hapsburgs 
living. 
The Hungarians could only as- 


sumo the power in defiance of what has

' 'Agricultural vs. Classical Help.—Re- 
ferring to tho relative merits of an ag- 
ricultural and a classical education a 
writer in Rural New Yorker very aptly 
Fays: 
Now I think it is easily demon- 


strable that an agricultural education 
is bettor than a classical education for 
anybody! Can't a man sharpen his wits 
just as well on the live sciences as on 
the dead languages? Is it not equally 
as strengthening to a man, ednenUoral- 
ly, to know what happens toflny in his 
own cornfield as to know wlmt hn-open- 
cd 2,000 years ago on the field of Mara- 
thon? Why can a tnan learn more from 
something that has been dead and buried 
for thousands of years, nnd has lost 
Its form and suhplnnco, its environment 
and its meaning, than from some practi- 
cal fact of his present daily experience? 
Which will help a man most to cultivate 
his moral courage—to reflect on. tho 
beautiful ideals of the Spartans, or to 
get up at 4 o'clock to .do the milking? 
The classical education is fundamentally 
•wrong in theory and. considering the 
marvelous "pull" it has, a comparative 
failure in iis results. I knew dozens of 
doctors, lawyers and preachers who arc 
graduates of agricultural colleges, and 
thoy can beat tho classical men at their 
own games. I have had considerable op- 
por sureties to watch classical and agri- 
cultural men working side by side.

Co-operative butter makers who can 


secure enough winter milt to make 
tratter ought to bo in a position to beat 
even the Borden. prices for milk in. No- 
vember, December and January. 


Co-operators should bcnr In mind that 


tie Borden price, which is called "net 
to the fanners," Is not really "net" 
when It Is compared with co-operative 
creamery returns. Suppose the Borden 
November price 18 $1.55 in the 26 cent 
zone and $1.60 in tnc 20 cent and 32 
cent zone, and that the co-operative 
creamery butter return is exactly the 
name figure in those zones. 


Which ia preferable and more profit- 


able to the farmer? The condsnsary. 
has absorbed the butter fat and the 
skimmed milk and returned ?L60 per 
hundredweight to the farmer. 


The creamery nas absorbed the but- 


ter fat and returned for it $1.GO per 
BunOreflwelgbt of milk, and in addition 
to that return it bus given the farmer 


e the skimmed milk, valued at 15 


to 25 cants per htmdredweis-ht, for 
fending, swelling his returns to ?1.T5 
or $1.85 per hundredweight of milk.' 


This computation has been too often 


overlooked by producers. 


The Bordon price ie for milk that Is 


fitted to produce a torgo percentage of 
fine butter, whos« market valno la 
greater in some esses than tho Borden 
pr!c» for the entire milk. For this rea- 
son the milk that commands the Bor- 
den price will command more than tho 
Borden price wUen made Into butter 
by its producers, who will have the 
skimmed milk to feed or to convert 
into casern. 


Co-oporatlvc butter makers who make 


high grade butter can beat even the 
current Borden schedule of prices.

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RACINE BOY WRITES 


FROM FAR AWAY JAPAN 


G, V. Hibbard Describes 
His Trip to' the Summi 


of Mt. Asama. 


C. V. Hfbbard, formerly a well known 


' Kaoino boy, son of Professor llibbard, 


of the Lincoln school, is general secre- 
tory of the Young lien's Christian asso- 
ciation at Tokyo, Japan, having settled 
iu that country with hia young wife 
about one year ago. Previous to going 
he was a graduate of tlio Bcloit, Wis., 
college, and educated himself lor mis- 
sionary work. The following is an ex- 
tract from an interesting hitter written 
by Mr. llibbard, and pertaining to a 
trip he made up Jit. Asuma: 


BEGINNING OF JOURNEY.

After much "sodun," to use a very 


valuable Japanese word, \vo finally set- 
tled the preliminaries mid at 0:J!0 in 
the morning we were under way. Most 
of the party had snddle horses of the 
native variety, each led hy n betto or 
native horseman. I ehortc 
1, however, to 


bo my own saddle horse, p:\ckhorsc nnd 
squire. Each 
one wns provided 
with 


lunoh, water bottles and blimkota. 
Af- 


ter im hour the '.ittle procession wound 
into the hills from the plain about Ka- 
ruizuwa and we began to climb. The 
soil is of volcanic origin and just under 
the- surface consist;, of a kind of volcanic 
gravel, very light. Just before noon we 
reached a "large spring running out of 
the mountain "side nnd for perhaps fifty 
yards down tho ravine where the whole 
stream disappeared iu the loose gravel 
again. The water was most deliciously 
cold and as we knew that we should see 
no more until 
our return 
we drank 


heartily. 
From the spring the road mounted 


rapidly and soon the plain from which 
wo had come spread out 
in great 


stretches bounded by Hie jagged volcan- 
ic peaks which here and there thrust 
out a great jagged spur into the 
1 plain. 


Suddenly as we rounded a turn we met 
a strange little caravan. In 
tlio van 


was a native pony with rho usual betto 
nnd on his back wns a kind of double 
seated, pack snddle. On one ride in a 
chair-like contrivance sat 
n Japanese,, 


anc. on the opposite side of the pony in 
a similt.r contrivnr.ee sat his better half. 
As the home waddled along over the 
rough roads the chairs nnd their occu- 
pants swayed and rocked perilously, but 
I fancy it was much more luxurious 
than any wheeled vehicle could be on 
euch a'road. Behind followed 
otht-v 


horses and servants. Another hour of 
climbing brought us to a high plain at 
tho foot of Koasnnia ((little Asama) 
nod boyond to the north there spread 
out before us the grent stretch of coun- 
try devastated by the Inat grent erup- 
tion of the volcano. 


For 
miles 
this barren 
lava fie'.d 


stretched out to the north and to tho 
west close before us rose old A'nma in 
lonely majesty. .For a little ways up 
the side there were to be seen strug- 
gling scrub pine, but above these the 
steep slope rose into the clouds brown 
nnd barren. Wo stopped for dinner and 
after dinner leaving the horses renewed 
tho climb. T\'c hud proceeded scarcely 
n mile farther when one of the ladies of 
the party, affected by the high altitude, 
together with the stecn climb. !irul to 
return. The rest of us proceeded slow- 
ly, knowing that we hiul n long climb 
ahead of us. Soon the other Intiy of 
the party wns glad to accept nid nnd ns 
we mounted steadily into the cloud we 
were all glad for frequent pnuses. 
A' 
1, a 


little nfter five we re.iiched the summit. 


AT THE CRATER'S EDGE. 


As we came un to the Ice.wnrd side of 


the mountain the sulphur fumes contin- 
unlly rolling down upon us 
made us ' 


glad" to wet our handkerchiefs and in- 
haln through them. We scrambled as 
fast us the precarious footing of cin- 
ders nnd loose rock would permit around 
the northern side of the crater toward 
tho windward side of the mountain. As 
we passed opposite the leeward side of 
the crater we crossed the source of the 
lava stream and all about us the loose 
cinders were cut up by rlying stones, 
showing tho effects of erruptions taking 
place since the hist rain. As there is 
absolutely no knowing when this shower 
of stones is to tnke pluce we hurried on. 
At thn crater's edge we paused to look 
down into the great depths where as it, 
cleared from time to lime we could 
look far down into the heart of the 
mountain and see jetu of steam :ind sul- 
phurous fumes as they were thrown out. 
K\-en as we stood looking over the whole 
cavern was filled with black smoke and 
warned by the flight of the guides, we 
too, took'to our heels. Fortunately the 
discharge consisted merely of smoke and 
cinders so that wo 
were 
unharmed, 


though the column of smoke mounted n 
thousand feet above our hcnds... •; 


As wo moved on to tho west n second 


crruption more magnificent than- the 
first came rolling up so close that the 
clouds held back io the craters edge by 
the wind wore actually within 'fifteen 
feet of us. As we hod the advantage 
of tho wind and tho highest, side of the 
crater here we foil comparatively" safe 
nnd lingered a little while, but my cur- 
iosity was soon satisfied nnd I 
was 


glad to slip down to a ere.vice in one 
of tho old craters where there was shel- 
ter from any ordinary dnuger. As it 
wns cloudy and we had no rain coats or 
other protection I decided to remain rn 
the mountains and await tho sunrise in 
tho hope, of better weather. 
One of tho 


coolies showed us where wn could get 
snow to cool our water bottles and we 
made a hearty mail. As it wns nlreidy 
quite dark thoss of the 
party who 


were not, to remain over night, at once 
started down the mountain nnd left us 
;o spread our blankets for the night., 
We were all ill a shiver with the cold 
md the man who remained with us had 
no blanket or wrap of any kind. Through 
lis chattering teeth he was muttering 
'Samui, Snmui," so when George and I 
;md crawled into the blankets we asked 
mn to join us. 
The poor chap was 


very grateful nnd though he had a most 
ibo'mihable snore I was right glad to 
:iavc the warmth of his body at 
my 


jack. 


RELIGIOUS ATMOSPHERE. 


It was very still and solemn as the 


darkness fell and when in tho course of 
an hour or so the clouds broke and 
Lhe stars came out they seemed so near 
that one could almost reach 
out 
to 


them. The star set dome of the 
sky 


brought more reverence to my soul than 
ever came from any church and I was 
not surprised when after our evening 
devotions, George asked the man if he 
ever prayed and he snid that every day 
ho prayed. There was something in the 
very atmosphere of the plnce that com- 
pelled religious thought. Among the un- 
educated ' country 
.people 
Buddhism 


probably hns as 'strong a hold as it 
ever had except for tho individuals that 
have been rcr.ched by direct Christian in- 
terest nnd inRuence. Crude and imper- 
fect though it is ns n religion and with- 
out, the living force and power of Chris- 
tianity I have only respect for its de- 
votees among the 'lower classes nnd in- 
deed for nil its sincere devotees in nil 
classes but it is harder to make allow- 
ances for the people who hnve been ed- 
ucntcd awny from it and in their new 
found wisdom hold themselves super- 
ior to nil religious thought nnd systems. 


ANOTHER PARTY ARRIVES. 


About midnight we were awnkencd 


hy the deep ramble of the crater and a 
great mnss of smoke clearly defined in 
the light of tho risen moon rose high 
into the air. Even as we listened we 
could hear a sound distinct from thn 
ronr of the escaping cloud of ashes.and 
ttnscs, n. sound which puraled us at the

sail against the mast. After a couple 
hours more of sleep I was awakened 
bv footsteps and starting up, saw a man

edge of the crater to see if possible the 
internal fires of the mountain. \Ve were 
fully rewarded for the elTort, for as we 
crept up to the edge and looked down 
into the great depth where hundreds o 
feet bolow us we could soe the red hoi 
rocks and molten lava in great patches 
over the bottom of the crater. Jlagnifi 
cent nnd awful as was the sight inj 
curiosity was soon gratified to the ful 
and when some of the party stumblec 
upon the explanation of the 
strangt 


noise of the' night I was satisfied 
to 


ship hack to the old crater and wait for 
the i;nnri»e. The cause of the 
sound 


was found in the fact that during tin 
small eruption which took place during 
the nifbt, grent chunks of rock had been 
hurled forth nnd sticking in the sof 
cinder surface of the mountain hnd mack 
the peculiar flnppin$f sound which we lint 
been puzzled by. these rocks, some o 
.vhich were as largo as one's head wer, 
still too hot to hold, three or four hour 
after they were hurled forth. 


I suppose many hundred people have 


visited the crater in the'last few years 
and no one has ever been injured, but 
as for myself I hnve no passion to make 
myself a target for one of nature's gat- 
lling guns unnecessarily and I think I 
shnfl not go up to the crater ngain. 


A GLORIOUS SUNRISE. 


\s we looked out from the mountain 


in'the moonlight the clouds were spread 
below us like a great white forest and 
here and there in"the distance one of 
the higher mountains reared its head 
dark above the great white mass of 
cloud. At first the plnce of the sunrise 
was marked by the faintest tint of gold

Grain Speculations. 


. MILWAUKEE, Oct. 19.—A special 
dispatch from Princeton, Wis., says: 


J. E. Leimer, cashier of the Princeton 


State bank, was arrested Sunday charg- 
ed with forging bank papers and-taken 
to Dartford by Sheriff Ogilvie, where ho 
is now in jail. Stats Bank Examiner 
Marcus C. Bergh is quoted as saying 
that Lcimor had admitted to him forg- 
eries amounting to $00,000. 


The Princeton State bank is closed 


and the Montello State bank, of which 
Leimcr is vice president, has been order- 
ed by the state officials not to open its 
doors for business today pending inves- 
tigation of its books. 


RESULT OF INVESTIGATION. 


These sensational and unexpected de- 


velopments were brought about by an 
investigation of the affairs of the Prince- 
ton bunk, which has been conducted for 
the past few days by State Bank Exam- 
iner Bergh and Deputy Bank Examiner 
!A. E. Kuolt. With evidence in their 
possession which they say was over- 
whelming they confronted Cashier Lei- 
mer and accused him of having practiced 
extensive forgeries, 
using 
the bank's 


name for a period of several years. 


OWNED UP TO HIS GUILT. 


According to their statements, Mj... 


Leimer, after slight hesitation acknowl- 
edged that there, was a. discrepancy in 
his accounts of a small amount. They 
cited to him some of the evidence in 
their possession and he acknowledged 
the amount was larger, luey continued 
to produce evidence until they say he 
admitted that his forgeries had involv- 
ed the bank to the extent of $80,000. 
.With this statement and the previously 
secured evidence in their possession to 
work on, they turned Mr. Leimer over 
to the sheriff and ordered that the bank 
remain closed today. 


Bank Examiner Bergh said that, the 


condition of Leimcr's business made it 
possible for him to order the Montel- 
lo bank closed. Mr. Leimer is the 
heaviest stockholder in that bank, hold- 
ing about $17,000 in the two banks to- 
gether. 


SPECULATED AND LOST. 


Leimer is quoted by the bank examin- 


ers as having told them that the money 
he_ secured circularly he had spent in 
grain 
speculation. Several 
Chicago 


firms, it is said, are affected by the 
jforged paper, as also are a number of 
individuals in this city. The forgeries, 
the examiners say, were the cleverest 
ever perpetrated in their history of 
banking in this state. 


J. E. Leimer eamo here as cashier of 


the Princeton bank eight years ago, and 
the examiners believe that the forgeries 
have covered a period of six yea/rs. Mr. 
Leimer came from Appleton. It is said 
by persons who are familiar with the 
affairs of the Princeton bank that the 
depositors probably will be paid.off in 
full with money now on hand and that 
the capital will have to be used in set- 
tling the debts resulting from the alleg- 
ed forged papers. 


State Senator E. D. Moore is president 


of the Princeton bank, but he left its 
affnjra entirely in the hands of Cashier 
Leimer. 


GOT MOTHER'S SIGNATURE. 


MILWAUKEE,

News special from Apple ton, Win., says: 


Joseph E. Leimer, the Princeton bank 


cashier, charged with forgeries in the 
amount of $69,000, was in the city last 
Saturday and calling upon his foster 
mother, Mrs. Peter Heid, had her place 
her signature to a number of papers the 
amount of whieh is not clearly known. 


When seen today Mrs. Heid 
knew 


nothing of the difficulty at Princeton, 
and declared that Mr. Leimer said noth- 
ing to hor about impending trouble. She 
said he asked her to .affix her signature 
to a,number of papers which were in 
the nature of bonds, but dropped no in- 
timation that they might be used .to 
alleviato the difficulty at the bank.

TRAVELER CUE 


Collapses on Railroad Bridge

The cause of the accident has not yet 


been ascertained. The bridge is of the 
Cantilever pattern being constructed by 
the American Bridge company for the 
Wabash railway and is building from 
both sides of the river* toward the center 
by means of overhead, trayejers^,,^,,,,,,., 


The men had been "at work on the 


Pittsburg end but a short time this 
morning, when suddenly the 
traveler 


which is projected beyond the finished 
part of the bridge,' dropped and 
fell, 


landing on. a section of the bridge which 
was being placed in position. So unex- 
pected was the crash that few of the 
workmen on the wrecked section were 
warned in time to escape. 


The falling bridge landed on top of a 


barge load of steel anchored at the pier 
and several of the workmen there were 
carried down. 


WOHK OF RESCUE -BEGUN. 


Near the new bridge was the United 


States snagboat, E. A. Woodruff, whose 
crow immediately began the work of 
rescue. Soon they had recovered four 
bodies, most of them badly crushed. An- 
other victim was rescued alive, but he 
succumbed to his injuries 
before his 


body had reached the shore. The tow- 
boat John O. Watson, leased by the 
American Bridge company came across 
the ..river from tie opposite bank and 
joined the work of rescue. It succeeded 
in taking two mangled bodies from the 
river. A dozen skiffs along the bank 
were manned and succeeded in taking 
two bodies from the steel laden barge, 
while five men more or less seriously in- 
jured were taken by them to the shore. 


As soon ns the accident happened the 


hospitals and police were notified and 
all the ambulances and several police 
patrols were sent to the vicinity of the 
bridge. At the same time a large corps 
of phycicians was present to fender such 
first aid as was necessary.

BOUNDARY CASE, 


All of United States' Contentions Except 


.One Allowed by Alaskan 


Commission. 


Result of Vote Shows That Granting of Portland Canal is 


the Only Claim "Won. by Canada—The Formal 


Agreement Will Be Drawn 


Up Monday. 


LONDON, Oct. 
17.—The 
Alaskan 


boundary 
commission 
haa 
verbally 


agreed to grant all the American con- 
tentions except that for the Portland 
canal which goes to Canada. The formal 
agreement is being drawn up'and will be 
Tendered on Monday. 


All that now remains to be done is 


for the commissioners to affix their sig- 
natures to the decision and complete the 
map which will accompany it. On the 
map will be marked the boundary line 
definitely fixing the division of American 
and British territory, on such a basis 
that no American citizen-will lose a foot 
of land, .he is^already believed to have 
held, while the United States will get 
all the .waterways to the rich Alaskan 
territory with the exception of the Port- 
land canal, which gives Canada Jhe one 
outlet she so much needed. 


A WEEK OF DELIBERATION. 


The long standing dispute was settled 


only after a week of keen, trying and se- 
cret deliberation between the arbitra- 
tors. Up to noon today there was an 
acute possibility that a disagreement 
might result, then the whole proceeding 
would fall to the ground. Lord Alver- 
stone, though openly inclined to believe 
in the justice of'the American argu- 
ment that the United States was enti- 
tled to the heads of inlets as contained 
in. question five, held out that Canada 
had established her case in questions 
;wo and three, dealing with the Port- 
and canal. 


; AMERICANS CONCEDE POINT. 
After luncheon Senator Lodge, Secre- 


tary I-loOt and Senator Turner agreed to 
cede those points and to start the Arner- 
can boundary line from the head of the 
Portland canal thus giving the Canad- 
ians that channel and some small islands 


on which there are only a few disused 
storehouses. 
This accomplished, 
the 


majority of the tribunal agreed to fix, 
with this exception, the entire boundary 
as outlined in the American case. 
Whether Messrs. Ailsworth. and Jette, 
the Canadian commissioners will refuse 
to sign the decision and make it unan- 
imous it is not known, but it will not 
affect the validity oi argument if a min- 
ority report is presented. 


The actual marking of the line on the 


map which shall forever determine the 
respective territories will occupy some 
time. 


The majority of the commissioners 


left the foreign office hurriedly this af- 
ternoon in order 
to catch trains for 


week-end visits to the country. Nothing 
had occurred which would lead the few 
onlookers even to suspect that the dis- 
pute had reached its practical end. The 
commissioners themselves are still bound 
to secrecy until the decision is actually 
given out and practically few others were 
really awarp how great a degree of suc- 
cess had attended 
the efforts 
of the 


American members of the tribunal. 


The successful 
termination 
of the 


Alaskan boundary arbitration this af- 
ternoon came as a complete surprise to 
all interested in the case, except, per- 
haps the commissioners, 
themselves. 


When the tribunal, adjourned at 3:30 p. 
m. it was understood that no decision 
had been reached. Indeed, ao general 
was the impression 
that no decision 


would be reached till next week that 
several of counsel and others employed 
in the case left London soon after the 
adjournment. However the Associated 
Press learned that a vote had been tak- 
en and that the decision to grant all 
the American contentions 
except that 


for the Portland^ canal which goes to 
ianada had been arrived at. But, as 
cabled yesterday, while the Americans 


throughout have been very confident n 
vote had previously been taken and n 
one could before thia afternon say tha 
the United States had won her oase. 


•No hitch occurred during the entir 


deliberations, and as these progresse 
the confidence of the ^American commis 
eioners, that a decision substantially up 
holding the American claims would b 
given increased, but it was admitted tha 
it would be necessary to agree to 
compromise on the Portland canal. 


The only real disquieting factor of th 


proceedings was that the Americans dur 
ing the last few days had been a vagu 
idea that the Chief Justice Alverstone 
even if he concluded to take the Arneri 
can view, might be unwilling to go on 
record with a decision to that effecl 
and that a disagreement was likely. 


CALLED DISTINCT VICTORY. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—The Asso 


ciated Press bulletin from London an 
nouncing the decision of the Alaskan 
boundary commission was the first inti 
mation received by the state depart 
ment that the commission had reach ec 
an agreement. Although 
the bulletin 


from London is exceedingly brief, stat 
department officials say it shows a dis 
tinct victory for the United States, fo 
it is the opinion that the effect of the de 
cision regarding the Portland canal mere 
ly gives to Canada possession of th 
Pearse island, a small island in the Port 
land canal, and of no special importance 
This detail of the controversy is ad 
mitted by state department officials to 
have been open to argument on both 
sides. 


Pearse island is at the month of the 


The latter is divided into two 
canals by the island. Canada formerly 
had undisputed use of the eastern chan 
nel. Under the present decision Canada 
will have the use of the western chan 
nel.

master. The amount of the first quar- 
terly returns was $37. From that timo 
on the receipts rapidly increased, and 
the Belle City reached out toward met- 
ropolitan proportional 
The first large 


building where the office was located 
was the lower part of 'the Blake & El- 
liott block on Main street, and it then 
went to the corner of Main and Fifth 
streets, in the Gorton block. By hard 
and diligent work on the part of Ra- 
cine's representatives in congress and 
other influential citizens a $50,000 ap- 
propriation was secured for a postoffice 
site and building, and this was increased 
to over $100,000. the Baker property 
at the corner of Main and Sixth streets 
was secured, and the beautiful and im- 
posing structure that now stands on 
the site was erected. It is one of the 
most substantial structures and model 
postofficcs in the state, and the receipts 
.indicate a rapidly growing city. 


There is not a postoffice in the United 


States with the population of Racine, 
that docs the business we do. This year 
it will amount to at least $250,000

COMES AS PHOPHET ELIJAH. 


After overlooking things at Madison 


Square Garden Mr. Dowle gathered the 
reporters together and talked to them 
for over an hour. He said that his mis- 
sion here is one of peace and that dur- 
ing the three weeks that the followers 
of the Christian Catholic ' church are 
here they expect to visit every family 
in this city at least twice. He said also 
that he comes in the capacity of the 
Prophet Elijah and in accordance with 
the revelation he made to an audience 
of 700 people In the Auditorium, Chica- 
go, and promises to explain more fully 
what the revelation means. He said he 
ia a law abiding citizen of this country, 
is opposed to secret societies and only 
asks for fair play for himself and his 
people. He said further he has fought 
many battles against wrong and has al- 
ways won, that his coming to New York 
is not a money making' scheme, and he 
does not care if the people here do not 
pay his gas bills. 


"I have not come to New York as the 


representative of a powerful ecclesiastic 
body," he declared, "but in my prophet- 
ic capacity.1 care not for your smiles. I 
as as indifferent to ridicule as to any 
other wrong. Your facile pens should 
never be harnessed to ridicule. There 
is a place for ridicule and satire, but I 
say your pens should tiever be used in 
ridiculing any man who believes he has 
a solemn message to humanity. It nev- 
er po.ya to fight against God. I am not 
going to dodge anything. I am a very 
open man and have no concealment." 


WORKMEN REFUSE TO QUIT. 


Beside his son, Dowle was accompani- 


ed by his wife, Carl F. Stern, chief of 
police of Zion City and Robert Massey. 
All registered at the Plto. Hotel. 


After a. rent Mr. Dowit proceeded to 


Madison Square Garden where about 3,- 
000 of the host awaited him. When he 
stepped into the vast hall the assem- 
blage rose and faced the overseer. Hold- 
ing up his hand he said : 


"Peace be to thce." "Pease to thee 


be multiplied," answered the great crowd 
In c*e voice. 


Dr. Dowie then made his way to the 


balcony, asked for a roll call and assign- 
ed tho audience to sections of the hall, 
separating them according to the trains 
by which they arrived. His orders were 
repeatedly interrupted by the hammer- 
ing of carpenters still at work prepar- 
ing the hall for -the use of the Zionists 
but who paid but little attention to a 
request to desist hammering. 


When Dr. Dowie sent an overseer to 


ask them- to stop they sent word that 
they were working to keep a contract 
and could not stop. The roll was then 
called.

The State Journal in a late article re- 


fers to commodity rates and explains 
these rates are sometimes confuseid with 
rebates to individual shippers and are a 
part of the regular freight tariff and arc 
made on special articles to and from 
particular 
places. The 
existence of 


nany small manufacturing towns prac- 
tically depends upon equitably adjusted 
commodity rates and farm products, live 
stock, farm machinery, raw material 
and manufactured material products are 
taken into special consideration, consid- 
ering that certain communities depend 
argely upon importation and exporta- 
tion of certain classes of merchandise. 


For example, the State Journal says: 


"Farm machinery is ordinarily classed 
o.s "A" freight which is 10 cents from 
Madison to Chicago, but in order to give 
the Madison manufacturers a fair chance 
to compete with Chicago and in order 
to give the farmers who buy machinery 
at 
Madison,' the 
benefit

prices, it has a special rate of 8% cents 
to Chicago and 12% from Chicago to 
Madison. These commodity rates are 
sometimes confused with rebates to in- 
dividual shippers. Rebates are prohib- 
ited by law and differ from commodity 
rates in that they were given as special 
favors to certain shippers. The com- 
modity rates are open to all at any one 
city point."

In view of recent agitation in Hun- 


gary and Austria and the 
contention 


over forming a government and reconcil- 
ing, the opposing elements, it, is not un- 
likely there may be a renewal of the 
struggle of many years ago. The Hun- 
garians are contending for a complete 
separation of the two armies, and of the 
rights to choose a king of their own 
should the Emperor abdicate as is now 
talked of. An account of the situation 
is given by the Inter Ocean as follows: 


The name mentioned as a favorite is 


that of Prince Eitel Fritz, second son 
of Emperor William of Germany. 
But 


this is of course merely rumor within 
rumor. 


That the crown of Hungary is in its 


basis elective, and that the right of 
election resides not in the nobles or in 
any class, but in the Hungarian citizen- 
ship, is, however, an indisputable fact. 
For over foxir hundred years prior 
to 


1200 the kings of Hungary were chos- 
en from the members of the native Ar- 
pad dynasty. Not only was the right to 
elect established, but the right to de- 
pose, and repeatedly this latter right 
was exercised. Then followed centuries 
of kings chosen from different national- 
ities and families. 


From 1526 to 1787 none but 
Haps- 


burgs were elected, and then atTength 
the succession was confirmed upon the 
male lino of the Hapsburgs. By the prag- 
matic sanction, which Hungary accepted 
in 1723, the line of Hspsburg succession 
was slightly extended, but always Hun- 
gary retained the right to elect its own 
king irrespective of family if the direct 
line of the Austrians failed. 


The abdication of Emperor Francis 


Joseph would at this time not, however, 
revive the Hungarian right, as besides 
the heir presumptive, Francis Ferdinand, 
there are a number of eligible Hapsburgs 
living. The Hungarians could only as- 
sume the power in defiance of what has 
become a, fundamental part of 
their 


constitution.

MBZZUNO OF DOG*. 


The permanent muzzling of dogs is 


now talked of in our .cities. It would 
be rather hard on the dogs, but the pres- 
ident of the Chicago humane society is 
said to have found a muzzle that dogs 
wearing can be made comfortable. This 
muzzle, says a Chicago paper, "expands 
and contracts ai5 the 
dog opens and 


closes his mouth and gives the dog as 
much freedom as is compatible with the 
safety of his human companions. Last 
vear fourteen Chieagoans died of hydro- 
phobia. A regular annual hydrophobia 
death rate of fourteen would be humili- 
ating. The experience of European- cit- 
ies seems to prove conclusively that if 
dogs are muzzled all tha year round the 
hydrophobia death rate is not only re- 
duced but annihilated. The annual hy- 
drophobia death rate in certain Euro- 
pean cities is nil. And what was the 
price paid for the reform? An uncertain 
amount of canine discomfort. The dogs 
themselves, if they could speak, would 
probably offer to make the sacrifice.".

road within its limits.

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'Agricultural vs. Classical Help.—Re- 


'ferring to the relative merits of an ag- 
ricultiirnl and a classical education a 
writer in Rural New Yorker very aptly 
says: Now I think it is easily demon- 
strable that an agricultural education 
is better than a classical education for 
anybody! Can't a man sharpen his wits 
just as well on the live sciences as on 
the dead languages? 
Is it not equally 


as strengthening to a man, educational- 
ly, to know what happens today ia his 
own cornfield as to know what happen- 
ed 2,000 years ago on the field of Mara- 
thon! Why can a man learn more from 
something that has been dead and buried 
for thousands of years, nnd has lost 
its form and substance, its environment 
and its meaning, than from some practi- 
cal fact of his present daily experience? 
Which will help a man most to cultivate 
his moral courage—to reflect on the 
beautiful ideals of the Spartans, or to 
get up at 4 o'clock to .do the milking? 
The classical education is fundamentally 
wrong in theory and, considering the 
marvelous "pull" it has, a comparative 
failure in its results. I kno\v dozens of 
doctors, la^vyers and preachers who are 
graduates of agricultural colleges, and 
they can beat the classical men at their 
own games. I have had considerable op- 
portunities to watch classical and agri- 
cultural men working side by side. At 
certain times I< have had man of both 
trainings together in my class rooms; 
and in all cases the men who have got 
their education by the agricultural me- 
thod are immeasurably better, in point 
of mental training, than the classical 
chaps. Don't ever apologize to anybody 
for the agricultural education.- It is 
not perfect. It will be greatly,improv- 
cd. But even now, in its present crude 
state, it is away ahead of the thousand- 
year-old classical education. 


The First Set of Teeth.—The care of 


the first set of teeth has a great deal to 
do with the regularity and soundness of 
tho second set. This is a fact understood 
by few mothers. From the time when 
the tiny molars first appear in the mouth 
of the infant they should be cleansed 
with a soft brush. It has been noticed 
that when decay has been permitted to 
appear in a first tooth the second one 
occupying the 
same 
position 
decays 


sooner than its fellows. Therefore, the 
first should be regularly and carefully 
inspected by a dentist and as each cov- 
ity appears it should be filled. There is 
sufficient argument for this in the sav- 
ing of pain to the child and consequent 
nerve-racking to tho mother. There is 
no need for children 
to 
suffer 
with 


toothache as they so often do. Prompt 
extraction should follow the loosening 
of the first teeth. It is not really a very 
painful operation, the roots being small, 
nnd it gives the second teeth the op- 
portunity to come in straight. They are 
apt to bo forced out of position unless 
their predecessors are disposed of. Chil- 
dren should not be permitted to nibble 
constantly at candy. By so doing an 
acid condition is maintained 
in 
the 


mouth, which is imimieal to a healthy 
condition of the teeth. Care should be 
taken that the children's diet includes 
bone-forming food. 
Good health 
and 


bad teeth can not coexist. 
Therefore, 


these precautionary measures are profit- 
able. 


Household 
Liniment.—To make the 


most useful household liniment, especi- 
ally for the lungs, break two eggs and 
put into a quart .bottle, put two hands- 
ful fine table salt in this and shake well 
until the eggs are cut up. 
Add two 


tablespoonfuls each of turpentine, ker- 
osene oil and ammonia, and fill bottle 
with strong vinegar, shake well before 
using. For cold on the lungs, wet flan- 
nel and apply warm; it will give im- 
mediate relief. Can be used on infants 
without blisterin;

and strict attention should be given to 


ting at the waist before touching the 
upper part, unless the bodice is a little 
short waisted, and by .lowering 
the 


shoulders a little this may be rectified. 
In such a case open the shoulders and 
pin them temporarily together, fitting 
them properly after fitting, the waist. 


If too long waisted, pin a tuck all 


round the waist line in the linjng and 
stitch it along each piece when ithey are 
all separated. -. If there is more fullness 
than is needed just in the'front of the 
arrnhole, an interlining of toe French 
canvas (the best kind of padding), will 
make it set quite smoothly. Or take 
up a small dart from the armhole edge, 
tapering it off to nothing at about the 
center (or below the top) of the back 
dart 


All seams should be 
pressed 
open 


and flat, and a snip is made where the 
curve at waist line needs loosening. The 
best fitted waist may be 
spoiled 
by 


finishing edges badly. 
They should be 


bound with binding ribbon held loosely 
and run on. The ribbon makes a neater 
finish than the edges turned in and 
overcast, and also lies flatter. The way 
the bones are sewed into the waist has 
a great deal to do with its style. They 
should always bo "sprung"; 
that 
is, 


they should be a little longer than the 
space into which they are to go, caught 
top and bottom before sewing is begun 
on them, and then fastened down. They 
will give a smoothness around the lower 
part of the garment that is never seen 
when the bones are held loosely.—The 
Household. 


Treatment for Coughing.—A 
sudden 


and wearing attack of coughing often 
needs immediate 
attention, especially 


in consumptives and those chronically 
ill. 
In an emergency that ever-useful 


remedy, hot water, will often prove very 
effective. It is imich better than the or- 
dinary cough mixtures, which disorder 
the digestion and spoil the appetite. Wa- 
ter almost, boiling should be sipped when 
the paroxysms come on. A cough re-' 
iiilting from irritation is relieved by 
hot water through the promotion of se- 
cretion, which moistens 
the instated 


surfaces. Hot water also promotes ex-- 
perforation and so relieves a dry cough. 


For Burns.—I don't think there is 


anything that can equal lime and lard. 
Take sHted air-slacked lime and, mix 
with lard. Spread on a cloth. If the 
burn is deep, must make another plas- 
ter at once to lay on. As soon as the 
lard gets warm, it will begin to burn 
again. Scrape the plasters off and mix 
in more fresh lime. After the wound 
quits burning the plasters should be 
kept on and will heal the 
sore. Air- 


slacked lime is valuable and should be. 
kept in the house at all times, as it 
affords instant relief for burns.—Jennie 
Morris. 


For Traveling Kit.—A bottle of 3av- 


ender water and a dainty cambric 
pocket handkerchief will be found wel- 
come adjuncts to one's traveling kit on 
a long journey. It will be found most 
refreshing, not only on the way, but at 
the end of the journey. A pair of thin 
slippers will also help in promoting com- 
fort. Some physicians recommend cold, 
weak tea as the best drink for a long 
railway journey, but such things must 
always be left to the custom and tem- 
perament of the individual.

ments or take it to a good creamery: 


Co-operative butter makers wbo can 


secure enough -winter mitt, to make 
butter ought to be In t position to beat 
even the Borden prices for milk ia No- 
vember, December and January. 


Co-operators sbocld bear In mind that 


the Borden price* which is called "net 
to the fanners," Is not really "net" 
when It Is compared with co-operative 
creamery returns. Suppose the Borden 
November price is $1.C5 In the 26 cent 
zoiie and $1.60 in the 20 cent and 32 
cent zone, and that the co-operative 
creamery butter return Is exactly th« 
tame figure In those zones. 


Which la preferable and more profit- 


able to the farmer? The condensary. 
has absorbed the batter fat and the 
skimmed milk arid returned $1.60 per 
hundredweight to the farmet. 


The creamery has absorbed the but- 


ter fat and returned for it $1.00 per 
hundredweight of milk, and in addition 
to that return It has given the former 
back the Bldmiaed milk, valued at 15 
to 25 cents per Irandredweighti for 
feeding, swelling his returns to $1.75 
or $1.85 per hundredweight of milk.' 


This computation has been too often 


overlooked by producers. 


The Borden price la for milk that Is 


fitted to produce a large percentage of 
fine butter, whose market value Is 
greater In some cases than the Borden 
price for the entire milk. For this rea- 
son the milk tbat commands the Bor- 
den price will command more than the 
Borden price when made into butter 
by Its producers, who will bare the 
skimmed milk to feed or to convert 
into casein. 


Co-operative tratter makers who make 


high grade butter can beat even the 
current Borden schedule of prices.

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RACINE BOY WRITES 


FROM FAR AWAY JAPAN 


C. V. Hibbard 
Describes His Trip 


of Mt. Asama. 


to' the Summi 


C. V. Hlbbard, formerly a well known | 


Racine boy, son of Professor Hibbard, 
of the Lincoln school, is general secre- 
tary of the Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation at Tokyo, Japan, having settled 
in that country with his young wife 
about one year ago. Previous to going 
he was a graduate of the Beloit, -Wis., 
college, and educated himself for mis- 
sionary work. The following is an ex- 
tract from an interesting letter written 
by Mr. Hibbard, and pertaining to a 
trip he made up Mt. Asa.raa: 


BEGINNING OF JOURNEY. 


' I am just back from a climb up Mt. 
Asama and while it is nil fresh in my 
mind I want to tell you about it. Mis- 
sionaries are quite as likely to have 
opinions and to 'Support them'as any 
class of people 1 have ever met. This is 
usually a very good characteristic, but 
when,'as in this case, the opinions are 
widely varied it is a bit confusing. Many 
people have climbed Asuina during the 
years that Karuizawa has been frequent- 
ed as a summer resort and- so ,Jnr as my 
knowledge goes everyone has some de- 
cided ooinion as to the best time, sea- 
son and manner of accomplishing the 
achievement. 


After much "sodun," lo use a very 


valuable Japanese word, we finally set- 
tled the preliminaries and at 0:30 in 
the morning we were under way. Most 
of the party had saddle -horses..of the 
native variety, each led by a betto or 
native horseman. I cliosc, however, to 
be my own saddle horse, packhorae and 
squire. Each 
one was provided with 


lunoh, water bottles and blankets. Af- 
ter o-n hour, the 'ittle procession wound 
into the hills from the plain about Kn.- 
ruizuwa and we began" to climb. The 
soil is of volcanic origin and just under 
the surface consists of a kind of volcanic 
gravel, very light. Just before noon we 
reached a large spring running -out of 
the mountain side and for perhaps fifty 
yards down the-ravine where the whole 
stream disappeared iu the loose gravel 
again. The water was most deliciously 
cold and as we knew that we should see 
no more until 
our return 
we drank 


heartily. 


Prom the spring the road mounted 


rapidly and soon the plain from which 
we had come spread out in groat 
stretches bounded by the jagged volcan- 
ic peaks whidh here and there thrust 
out a great jagged spur into tha plain. 
Suddenly as we rounded a turn we met 
a strange little caravan. 
In 
tlie van 


was a native pony with the usual betto 
and on his back was a kind of double 
seated* pack saddle. On one side in a 
chair-like contrivance sat 
a Japanese, 


and on the opposite side of the pony'in 
a similar contrivance sat his better half. 
As the horse waddled along over the 
rough roads the chairs and their occa- 
n 


ts swayed and rocked perilously, but 
ancy it was much more luxurious • 


than any wheeled vehicle could be on ; 
such a road. Behind followed other 
horses and servants. Another hour of 
climbing brought us to a high plain at 
the foot of Koasama ((little Asama) 
and bo-yond to the north there spread 
out before us the great stretch of coun- 
try devastated by the last great erup- 
tion of tKe volcano. 


For 
miles this 
barren 
lava field 


stretched out to the north and to the 
west close before us rose old Asama in 
lonely majesty. .For a little ways up 
the side there were to be seen strug- 
gling scrub pine, but above these the 
steep slope rose into the clouds brown 
and barren. We stopped for dinner and 
after dinner leaving the horses renewed 
the climb. We had proceeded scarcely 
a mile farther when one of the ladies of 
the party, affected by the high altitude, 
together with the steep climb, had to 
return. The rest of us proceeded slow- 
ly, knowing that we had a long climb 
ahead of us. Soon the other "lady of 
the party was.glad to accept aid and as 
we mounted steadily into the cloud we 
were nil glad for frequent pauses. Al: a 
little after five we reached the summit. 


AT THE CRATER'S-EDGE. 


As we came up to the leeward side of 


the mountain the sulphur fumes contin- 
ually rolling down upon us 
mad.e us 


glad" to wet our handkerchiefs and in 
hale- through them. 
We scrambled as 


fast as the precarious footing of cin- 
ders and loose rock would permit around 
the northern side of the crater toward 
the windward side of the mountain. As 
we passed opposite the leeward sitlo of 
the crater wo crossed the source of'the 
lava stream and all about us the loose 
cinders were cut up by flying stones, 
showing the effects of erruptions takin 
place since the last rain. As there is 
absolutely nn knowing when this shower 
of stones is to take place we. hurried on. 
At the crater's edge wq- paused.to look 
down into the <rrertt depths where as it 
cleared from time to time wo could 
look far down into the heart of the 
mountain and see jets-of steam r.nd sul- 
phurous fumes as they were thrown out. 
Even as we stood looking 'over the whole 
cnvcrn was filled with block smoke and 
warned by the flight of the guides, we 
too, took to our heels. Fortunately the 
discharge consisted merely of smoke and 
cinders so that wo' were 
unharmed, 


though the column of smoke mounted a 
thousand feet above. our heads...; 


As wo moved on to the west a second 


crruption more magnificent than- the 
first came rolling up so close thsit the 
clouds held back to the craters edge, by 
the wind were actually within 'fifteen 
feet of iis. As wo had the advantage 
of the wind and the highest side of the 
crater here we felt comparatively' safe 
and lingered a little while,.but my cur- 
iosity was soon satisfied and I 
was 


glad to slip down to a crevice in one 
of the old craters where there was shel- 
ter from any ordinary danger. 
As it 


was cloudy and we had no rain coats or 
other protection I decided to remain hi 
the mountains and await the sunrise in 
the hopo of better weather. One of tha 
coolies showed us where wo. could get 
snow to cool our water bottles and we 
made a hearty meal. As it was already 
quite dark those of the 
party 
who 


were not to remain over night, at once 
started down the mountain and left us 
;o spread our blankets for the night.. 
We were all in a shiver with the cold 


nd the man who remained with us had 
10 blanket or wrap of any kind. Through 
iis chattering teeth he.was muttering 
'Samui, Samui," so when George and I 
iad crawled into the blankets we asked 
lira to join us. 
The poor chap , wa-s 


very grateful and though he had a most 
abominable snore .1 was right glad to 
mve the warmth of his body at 
my 


jack.

It was very still and solemn as the 


darkness fell and 'when in the course of 
an hour or so the clouds broke and 
She stars came out they seemed so near

not surprised when after our 
evening

figures relative to concentration freight 
rates on butter and eggs as an especial- 
ly important consideration 
for 
Dane 


county farmers and dairymen. We give 
below a. similar table concerning tobac- 
co. It is apparent to the business men, 
farmers, dairymen or 
tobacco 
raisers 


that it costs considerably less to carry 
one full carload or four quarter carloads 
separately. Thus it is that concentra- 
tion rates are established. 
The small 


shipping points are given special rates 
on hundred pound lots to some larger 
and more central point where whole 
carloads are made up. It is manifestly 
unfair and misleading to state to the 
people of Dane, Wisconsin, that they 
are discriminated against' and to sup- 
port the statement by a quotation of 
the general rate on tobacco (class 4) 
from Dane to Chicago. 
The Dane to- 


bacco raiser is.not bound, aa would be 
inferred from the governor's speeches, 
to ship in that way. The concentration 
rates to Madison are open to him which 
are ya of the Class 4 rate. Thus the rea- 
der sees that while the local rates quot- 
ed by the governor may be correct they 
are not in the rates that are actually 
paid by tobacco raisers and shippers. 


Tobacco is an important-product in 


this state. For the purpose of compar- 
ing the freight rates, we again com- 
pute the charges upon a shipment of 
12,000 pounds, concentrated at Madison 
and forwarded to Chicago, as against 
the charges on a similar shipment con- 
centrated at Clinton, la., for the same 
•distances and forwarded to Chicago:
